___ American troops are dropping back today to new defence 
positions near Taejon, which has been abandoned by the main 


American force. 


A front dispatch telephoned from an undis- 
closed point near Tacjon reported that some 24th 
Division units “successfully completed” their with- 


drawal this morning in an “orderly” manner. 


There is no indication of the location of the 
new American defence line, but earlier reports in- 
dicated that it would be in a mountain chain which 


runs from southwest to northeast behind Taejon. 


An attack by two to 
three divisions of fanatical 
North Korean Communists, 
who drove through mur- 
eferous machine-gun and 
artillery fire by sheer weight 
of numbers, forced the 
American withdrawal from 
Taejon, railrond centre of

Enemy troops were driving 
ferociously also on the Amerl- 
can right flank where it jolns 
the South Korenn left flank.

CCORDING — to the 
A tradition of the West, 

a democratic state is 
one in which the community 
possesses sovercign authori- 
ty, maintains ultimate con- 
trol over affaira and decides 
what form of government 
shall be set up. 


In the old days of the Greek 
city state it exercised these 
functions dircetly, but as states 
grew larger, this became im- 
possible, and thus: there arose 
vurlous forms of representative 
government of which the most 
democratic of all is present-day 
parliamentary government based 
upon universal suffrage. Wa 
need not pursue the definition 
of democracy further. In the 
last analysis there are but two 
kinds of — povernment—thase 
which can be changed by con- 
stilutional means and those 
which cun only be chunged by 
violence. Tho first aro democra- 
cles, nnd the second despotisms. 


Lenin’s Idea 


MIE Russian conception of de- 
mocracy, which js sharcd by 
all Communist Parties, differs 
radically from the western idea. 
In his “State and Revolution”, 
written a few months before ho 
sclzed power, Lenin outlined 
the form of government he in- 
tended to introduce during tha 
period which would elapse be 
tween the overthrow of the 
capitalist order und the estab- 
lishment, in the more or less 
distant future, of a Communist 
society, and to this he gave the 
name of the “dictatorship of 
the proletariat,” a term that he 
had borrawed from Marx. 


Marx, who had little interest 
in social planning, had nat to- 
deea precisely defined its na- 
ture, but Western Marxalsts held 
that he meant a Workers’ Stato 
which would be democratic in 
the ordinarily accepted sense, 
ic, one in which the workera 
would rule elther directly .-ar 
through thelr freely clected 
representatlves; and when they 
saw that Lenin's “dictatorship” 
was nothing of the kind, they 
loudly protested. Lenin singled

HIS development must in part 

be attributed to the logic 
of clrcumstances.

The 
reult was that the country was 
reduced to n otate of chaos, fro 
that Lenin had no option but to 
establish a‘ dictatorship which 
he may have intended. to bo

No Exception 


T the same time Communist 

theory contains certain objec- 
on» to Western democracy, 
and to these duc weight must 
also be stiven. Marx taughi, 
and Lenin repeated, that the in- 
stitutions of every class-divided 
coclety Invarlably reflected the 
interesty of the domjnant clas 
and was therefore suspect. 
Parliamentary government was 
no exception, It was nothing 
but a fraudulent device of the 
bourgeolsic for keeping the 
misses In subjection, and the 
franchise only permitted them 
periodically to elect some metm- 
ber of the exploiting class to 
misrepresent them in Parlia- 
ment, The two-party system 
wig equally Indefensible, and 
there would be no neeq-for ft in 
aclassiess society in which the 
workera would be represented 
by the Communist Party which 
formed their vanguard, since if 
a second party agreed with it 
wag superfluous, while if it did 
not it should be suppressed in 
the public interest. 


None the less the clectoral
